“On the 24th of the month comes Pelion

most buried the Memory of the former, with a 


| Storm so famous that Heaven laid an Interdict 
' on the Religious Assemblies - throughout the 
| Country, on this Lord’s day, the like where- 
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unto had never been seen before. The Indians 
near an hundred years old affirm that their 
Fathers never told themof anything that 
equalled it. Vast uumbers of Cattel were de- 
stroyed in this calamity. Whereof some there 
were of the Stranger sort, were found standing 
dead on their legs, as if they had been 
alive, many weeks after, when the snow melt- 
ed.away.
